THE STATE AND GAS CONSUMERS. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,-—Might I correct an inaccuracy in your 
report of the deputation from this Association 
to the Blackrock Council last evetiing? You 
mention therein that a claim to representation 
on the “Gas Directorate” was made. This, 
however, is very far from sé one of the 
objectives of the Association. e deputation 
stated that the Association will seek repre- 
sentation on the Board of Gas Administration 
which, presumatly will, in due course, be ap- 
pointed: by the Irish Free State Government. 

The investigation conducted by the Associa- 
tion into the complaints of consumers has made 
it clear that, to prevent the exploitation of con- 
sumers as & class by the gas industry, legisia- 
tive and administrative reform must be sought, 
Through lack of organisation among  con- 
sumers, and their consequent inability to make 
their point of view articulate, all gas legislation 
has been completely onesided; in other words, 
iogislation for the benefit of the consumer has 
been allowed to go by default. It is, therefore, 
the first duty of the Association to sce that in 
all legislative and administrative matters the 
consumers’ point of view is presented, and to see 
that the Irish Free State Parliament is kept 
better informed on gas matters than West- 
minster appears to have been. To achieve this 
the Association will seek representation on what- 
ever Board of Gas Administration may be ap- 
pointed. 

The need of a strong organisation of con- 
sumers Was never so pressing, as now is the 
time to stand ‘ogether in a determined effort to 
see that the bad old system under which con- 
sumers have laboured for so long is not re- 
introduced, with all its attendant evils. If the 
new broom of the Irish Free State Government 
sweeps Sean where gas is concerned, it will earn 
the gratitude of a large section of a much

It is better that, if the Church should be 
directly represented in Parliament, she should 
be represented, as she is now, by bishops sitting 
in the House of Lords. The same reasons which 
muke it undesirable for civil servants to sif ia 
Parliament should forbid the clergy, tor in the 
one case as in the other impartiality is essential 
to the successful performance of duty A 
clergyman who has gone through a contested 
election will never be regarded as a man of 
the spirituality which should belong to & pastor 
of souls. 
The lapse of time is seriously ‘affecting the 
structure of many of the finest English cathe- 
Grals, and, if the fabrics are to be made safe, the 
expenditure of considerable sums will be neces- 
sary. The financial calls on Church people at 
heme are now so numerous and pressing that, 
as the great English cathedrals are, in a man-

One principal change is that 
the reader is to be now regarded as holding an 
office for the whole Church, and not merely in 
any particular diocese, though, of course, his 
licence is still to be determined by each diocesan 
bishop.

VISITORS AT THE 
MANSION HOUSE.

After the visits of the French Consul and the 
United States Vice-Gonsul to the Mansion 
House, Dublin, which is still the temporary 
headquarters of the Provisional Government, a 
visit was paid yesterday by the Italian Consul, 
Nobile Arturo Nadamlenski, who was received 
by Mr. Artbur Griffith, President of Dail 
Fireann. " 

Mr, Griffith also received the following 
message from the Italian Popular Party, 
through its Secretary, the Rev. Don Sturzo:— 

“1 greet the new Irish Free State and the 
reasertion of the glorious traditions of the 
island that has stood for its faith and freedom 
and has won. Let peace, prosperity, and con- 
cord reign. That is the prayer of your Italian 
bfothers.’’ 

In the course of his reply Mr. Griffith cabled: 

“We cannot forget. the genérous and active 
support we received from your party and from 
the Italian people during the terrible days of 
the conflict.”’ 

Among the other congratulatory messages re- 
ceived at the Mansion House yesterday by Mr. 
Griffith were a cablegram from the Legislative 
Assembly of -Malta, through its President, M. 
E&, Arrigo, sending fraternal reetings, and a 
telegram from the Scottish National League, 
through its President, Mr. W Blacki 
Murdock, Edinburgh. 

The visitors at the Mansion House in the 
forenoon included Mr. A. W. Cope, Assistant 
Under Secretary at Dublin Castle; Mr. Gordon 
Campbell, of the Ministry of Labour; and Mr. 
Damel O’C. Miley, Registrar of Friendly 
Societies. These gentlemen were engaged in 
consultation with members of the Provisional 
Government, presumably in connection with the 
gaa of their Departments to the new Execu- 

ve. 

In reply to inquiries it was stated that no 
steps had eo far been taken by the members of 
the Provisional Government in the way of 
eutering into possession of their Departments 
at Dublin Castle, nor does thefe p md to be 
any immediate likelihood of their doing eo.

LONDON RUMOUR DENIED. 


lu was definitely stated, that there was no 
itention on the part of the Provisional Govern- 


| ment to assume control of the Irish railways, 


as had been suggested by a London newspaper. 
The problem is a very large one, which will be 
left to be dealt with by the Free State Govern- 
ment. It was further pointed out that when 
the threatened railway strike over the Carrigan 
award was averted on Saturday last, as a re- 
sult of the intervention of the Provisioual 
Government, it was postponed for a month with 
a view to giving the Ministry “time and op- 
portunity to institute investigations, and to en- 
deavour to bring about a settlement.’’ In these 
circumstances the improbability of State control 
of railways being entertained by the Provisional 
Government must be apparent. 

The setilement of railway strike is all 
that, the Provisional Government is aiming at, 
and the larger aspects of the Irish railway pro- 
blem will be left to the Free State Parliament 
when it comes into being. 

Mr. de Valera was conspicuous by his absence

INCREASED TONNAGE.

At yesterday's meeting of bu Dublin Port 
and Docks Board—Mr. Davill Barry preaiding— 
the members páid a high tribuie to the 
impaertiality and business ability which Mr. 
Byrne had displayed during his term of office 
as Chairman. 

Acknowledging the compliment, Mr. Byrne 
said that, eo far as the improvements at the 
port were concerned, some of them were going 
ahead. For nearly threo months the port had 
been held up by the unfortunate coal strike, 
and that had affected both the revenue and the 
tonnage adversely. But, notwithetanding the 
strike, both the revenue and ‘the tonnage were 
in excess of last year’s, which was something 
to be grateful for, considering that last year 
was looked upon as a record year. 

The work at the Alexandra Wharf was going 
ahead, and when completed it would be nearly 
twice the present length, and provide accom- 
modation for the largest ships. They expected 
a depth of 35 feet at low water. The Spur 
Wharf also, when completed, would provide 
extra facilities for both shipbuilding and” sbip- 
repairing. 

For many a long day the Board had been 
looking for a dredger, and last year they had, 
fortunately, hit upon the last word in dredgers. 
It cost £75,000, but was a very admirable 
speculation for the Board, becanse-if it were 
put on the market to-day they would realise 
at least £20,000 profit. They had, however, 
no idea of parting with the new dredger, which 
was doing very good work at the end of the 
Wall. oe 
RECLAIMED LAND. 

They hoped to keep 300 or 400 men employed 
at the end of the North Wall Extension clear. 
ing the land. There would be something like 
52 acres of land which, when completed, would 
provide the industrial centre of Dublin. At 
present they had shipbuilding, oil, and timber 
industries on this reclaimed land. That land 
was reclaimed by the Board, and although they 
might have heard some adverse criticism, he 
held that the citizens of Dublin owed a great 
deal to that Board, and the Board’ he 
the means of providing the principal indue- 
trial centre for Dublin.

TO-DAY’S CONFERENCE 
AGENDA. 

The agenda of the Coalition-Liberal Con- 
ference, which takes place in London to-day 
and to-morrow, was issued last night.

That the National Liberal Council, so con- 
stituted, invites the affiliation of Liberal organi- 
sations, and that a conference of representa- 
tives from these associations be held annually 
for the purpose of deliberation and consulta- 
lion. That the Conference instructs the Secre- 
tary to invite two representatives from each of 
the existing area organisations in England, 
Scotland, and Wales for the Ina of draft- 
ing a constitution, which shell be, first of all, 
submitted to these organisations for their con- 
sideration before being finally approved by a 
national delegate conference.” 

The President of the Board of Education will 
move the election of Mr. Lloyd George as 
President, and of Mr. Churchill as Vice- 
President, of the National Liberal Council.

A sensational occurrence, recalling pre-truce 
days, took place yesterday on the road between 
Bray and Dublin. 

_ Four men, who were being taken to Mount- 
joy Prison in a police ear, were rescued by a 
large body of armed men, and the police were 
deprived of their revolvers. 

. After the proceedings at Bray Petty Sessions, 
four prisoners, named Kelly, Devlin, McCarthy, 
and Mulvaney, were placed in a Crossley tender, 
belonging to the local Constabulary, and under 
guard of a sergeant and six constables, who were 
armed with revolvers, were driven from Bray 
along the Dublin road towards Mountjoy Prison. 

When the tender was in the neighbourhood of 

Cornel’s Court, beyond Cabinteely, a tree was 
found lying across the road, obstructing the 
way. ' 
The police car was stopped, and the constables 
suddenly found themselves confronted by a large 
party of men, some of whom were armed with 
rifles and others with revolvers. 

The police were called on to surrender, and 
some shots were exchanged, but in a few 
moments the prisoners had been «et free, and 
the policemen were deprived of their arms. 

The prisoners quickly disappeared, and the 
police were “ held up” until most of the armed 
party had dispersed. 

The police were preparing to leave the scene 
when another Constabulary lorry unexpectedly 
arrived, and its occupants caught sight of a man 
running at some distance across the fields. The 
ae set out in pursuit and overtook him.

During the later stages of the hearing of the 
application by the Scottish railway companies 
before the National Wages Board in London 
yesterday, Mr. C. T. Cramp, Industria] Secre- 
tary, National Union of Railwaymen, stating 
the case for the men, said that he was sceptical 
about’ an application being solely in the in- 
terests of the public, and submitted that the 
real reason for the claim had not, and would 
not, be disclosed to the Court. Thousands of 
railwaymen were to have their homes m- 
poverished and hard-won conditions filehed 
away in order that companies might display 
an entirely new-found solicitude for the 
National Exchequer. He did not believe that 
that was the true reason for the application. 

Mr. Cramp contested the figures produced by 
the companies, and, while admitting that there 
had been drops in wages in certain selected 
trades, he did not admit that the fall had been 
as great as was stated to the Board. He 
declared that if the principle of the eight-hour 
day or 48-hour week was to be taken away 
from railwaymen he would not merely refuse 
to try to get them to accept it, but would use 
all his influence to incite them to rebel against 
it. An eight-hour day was an accepted institu- 
tion of this country. He hoped that the Board 
would refuse to etultify their decision of June, 
1920, and would reject the claims in their 
entirety. The offer of the National Union of 
Railwaymen to meet the companies on hours of 
duty still stood. 

In answer to a question, Mr. Cramp said 
that he thought a-48-hour week could be main- 
tained. 

‘Summing up for the companies, Mr. Mathe- 
son said that the contention of the companies 
was that under the changed circumstances it 
would be wasteful to continue the expenditure 
involved by the award of the Board of June, 
1920. Even if the award were withdrawn, the 
wages of Scottish railwaymen, he contended, 
would still be 52 points above the index figure 
of the cost of living. The companies had no 
agreement with the National Union of Railway- 
men in regard to an eight-hour day. The 
Scottish companies objected to gee aseocia ted 
with the English companies in this matter. 
They refused to leave it to London. They 
wanted to deal with it on their native heath. 

Mr. Matheson said that the Scottish people 
stood aghast at the depth of depression in 
Scottish trade. Scottish railway charges had 
been built up on lower wages than those paid 
in England, and they asked to be judged by 


their own circumstances, i 
The inguiry coneluded, aud the Board will 


consider its decision. og hee 

It is understood that the Board will sit in 
private to. discuss the arguments advanced by 
each side, and that the decision of the Board 
is expected to be officially issued on Monday or 


Tuesday.

RAIL COMPANY’S CHARGES 
WITHDRAWN. , 


The proceedings taken by the London Elec- 
tric Railwa Company against Brigadier- 
General J. H. Abbot Anderson, of Oak 
Stanmore, and the Saracen’s Head, Snow Hill, 
accusing him of having travelled on the 
Bakerloo line, from Queen’s Park to Regent’s 
Park, London, on Decomber 9, 13, 15, and 16, 
with intent to avoid payment of the fares, were 
abandoned at the Marylebone Police Court, and 
the summonses were dismissed. 

Mr. St. John Hutchinson, on behalf of the 
railway company, stated that at the previous 
hearing a fact came to light which was not 
known to the company when the proceedings 
were taken+that up to the dates complained 
of the General had always paid his fare. That 
fact introduced a very different element into 
the case, and showed that the conduct com- 
plained of had not, as was usual in these 
cases, gone on for some time. As a result of 
the inquiries of the solicitors instructing him 
they had got into communication with Mr. 
Huntley Jenkins, the counsel defending, and 
had ascertained that he was in a position to 
call distinguished medical men to prove that 
at this time the General was undergoing very 
severe electrical massage treatment for neuritis, 
one of the effects of which was to make him 
very absent-minded. The defence were in a 
oe to. prove that the General very often 
eft the electrical massage establishment with- 
out his collar and tie; that he continually 
left his despatch case and his umbrella in the 
train when travelling up in the morning, and 
that he often repeated himself in conversation.

CANALISING THE NILE. 


The time is ripe (says the African World) for 
the reconsideration of the great question of the 
eanalisation of the Nile. Some years ago Sir 
W. Garstin made ‘a report on it, and he arrived 
at the conclusion that something like £8,000,000 
would be required, but for some reasan or 
other not quite clear he added a codicil to this 
that the: estimate should be augmented by 
another £8,000,000. That his report and the 
estimate are useless has long ago been recog- 
nised by those who are as expert in the con- 
struction of canals as he is. Less than half the

Take Uganda alone. Here we have a country 
of about 420 miles in length and some 290 
broad, with a total area of about 131,437 square 
miles, which includes 16,377 square miles of 
water--the latter a very valuable asset indeed.

A rail- 
way on the one side which has up to the pre- 
sent proved inadequate, possibly through in- 
competent handling. On the other a waterway 
through to the Mediterranean, which could 
carry the produce we ey part of Kenya, 
= of Tanganyika, a vast portion of the 

ongo When the usefulness of this waterway 
ia taken into serious consideration the sunr neces- 
sary for its completion is a very small matter 
indeed. Uganda alone is a land of limitless 
possibilities, a land which could take and do 
with all the settlers that the United Kingdom 
could spare, a land which is literally flowin 
with milk and honey, a land in which wit 
honest toil and any kind of common-sense and 
es anyone can make money. But it is 
completely cut off for want of a few millions 
with which to establith an economical trans 
port which would supply the United Kingdom 
with almost every conceivable commodity 
which it needs. 

Nations today more than ever heretofore 
are girding for mercantile war and supremacy. 
The establishment, therefore, of a cheap out- 
let to the sea from Central Africa is vital. It 
means life to us or a lingering semi-prosperity 
not worth bothering with. Straight almost as 
the crow flies is this Nile -waterway to the 
home markets. The other route, congested as 
it is at the best of times, is over 750 miles in 
a th-easterly direction by rail, and then 
Áis a voyage round a fourth of the globe. 
There is no comparison between the two, and 
certainly the British Empire will never reap 
the benefit that rightly belongs to it until 
this great question is seriously taken in-hand 
and solved in the only possible way open for 
solution. 

Difficulties ? ‘There are practically none. 
None anyhow that should count when the 
benefits are taken into consideration.
